The promenade ex tended as far 
as Brushy , where the girl say s her 
ruin was accomplished, under the 
promise of marriage. 
The couple returned to the city 
at a late hour, and Sunday night 
were out for another stroll, but 
whether or not the promise to wed 
was renewed is not known. 
Yesterday , howev er, J ennie was 
unable to locate her lov er, and 
while waiting for him at the post- 
office Mrs. Coe came across her and 
learned her story . 
The girl was furnished food and 
shelter until this morning, when 
she was sent home, after hav ing 
been adv ised to inform her father 
fully of her ex perience of the past 
three day s and let him settle with 
her seducer, either in the courts or 
at the end of a shotgun.

The long ex pected trouble be­ 
tween the Waiters’ union and the 
restaurant and hotel keepers is 
gradually nearing a crisis as the 
time for holding the conv ention ap­ 
proaches, say s today ’s Kansas City 
Times. 
For the past two weeks the 
Waiters’ union, which claims to 
hav e 150 members, has been hold­ 
ing frequent meetings, at which a 
scale of wages and other conces­ 
sions which the waiters desire were 
discussed. 
As a result an agreement to be 
signed by their employ ers was 
finally drawn up- 
For the last 
few day s a committee from the 
union has been presenting this 
agreement to the proprietors for 
their signatures. 
So fur as could 
be learned last none has signed it. 
This agreement is to the effect 
that all waiters and help about a 
restaurant should be paid fq per 
week; that during all gatherings 
lasting more than two day s all 
waiters should receiv e $3 a day ; 
that waiters employ ed to serv e one 
meal only should receiv e i i per 
day ; that elev en hours should con­ 
stitute a day ’s work, and that 25 
cents an hour should should be 
paid for ov er time. 
In addition to this scale of wages 
the union demanded that no pro­ 
prietor should directly employ his 
own waiters, but should be sup­ 
plied by the union, whether he 
wanted them regularly or only on 
ex tra occasions. 
Failure to sign the agreement by 
any proprietor meant a strike in 
his restaurant, waiters state. 
It was reported last night that 
the waiters at Herman’s restaurant 
on Main street, between Eighth 
and Ninth streets, are to be called 
out today at 11 o’clock, as Herman 
Bros, refused to sign the agree­ 
ment, but the waiters employ ed 
there denied any knowledge of 
such contemplated action and one 
of them said that not all ot the 
waiters would obey such an order 
of the union. 
At union headquar­ 
ters, II 11 Grand av enue, the re­ 
port was neither denied nor con­ 
firmed. 
W. H. Herman, of Herman 
Bros., was of the opinion that 
trouble would come to him no 
sooner than to other restaurant 
proprietors, but said that in any 
ev ent he would not sign the agree­ 
ment, 
“ It isn’t the scale feature of the 
agreement that I object to,” said 
Mr. Herman, “ for we pay our 
waiters all the union asks now, but 
I will nev er consent to hav e any 
body of men say who shall be em­ 
ploy ed by me.” 
“ I can telegraph to St. Louis 
and get all the girls I want when­ 
ev er the union succeeds in hav ing 
my men quit work. 
The union 
has a lot of agitators at its head 
and most of the noisiest members 
of the union will not take steady 
employ ment when they hav e the 
opportunity .”

Benjamin Franklin Becker, pres­ 
ident of the First National bank 
of St, Charles, startled and shocked 
the citizens there about 3 o ’clock 
yesterday 
afternoon 
by jumping 
from the roof of 
the ferry 
boat 
Faw n into the river. 
He went aboard the boat just be­ 
töre the hour mentioned, and, after 
exchanging a few words with the 
engineer, went 
to the 
hurricane 
deck. 
W hen the boat had reached 
the middle of the river he deliber­ 
ately placed his umbrella and hat 
in the lifeboat, and, exclaiming, 
“ 
Good-bye, all,” 
plunged feet firsi 
iato the 
turgid stream and was 
drowned. 
Mr. Becker was 48 years old and 
possessed of considerable wealth. 
He leaves two young daughters 
and many relatives to mourn his 
loss. 
A reward of $100 has been 
offered 
for the 
recovery 
of his 
body. 
In connection with Mr. Becker’s 
de ith, 
it is only within the last 
few days that he passed through a 
most remarkable experience,which 
is believed to be responsible for his 
act of yesterday. 
On June 18 he fell into a well 
and was nearly drowned. 
The ac­ 
cident occurred at 
his home on 
W est Clay street in St. Charles. 
He went to the well, and, raising 
a bucket of water, attempted to 
place it on the platform. 
Ilis feet 
slipped and he plunged head first 
into the well, one that is 75 
deep, and with 15 feet of water. 
He succeeded in hauling himself 
to the top by the rope, which he 
caught as he went down, and drag­ 
ged himself to the room, where he 
fell completely exhausted. He was 
found an hour later by his sister, 
Mrs. Chas. Rechtem , who sum­ 
moned Dr. Morgner. 
On examination it 
was found 
that his head, shoulders, arms and 
hips were badly bruised, and it 
was feared at that time that he had 
suffered concussion of the brain. 
His condition was considered crit­ 
ical at the time, but he gradually 
grew 
better. 
His 
tragic 
death 
ended his sufferings.
